Crep E E d tlln iR te P ro clivities of 
Loo Angeles* 
As there are multitudes of visitors 
here ju6t now who know litrle or 
nothing about this section, a short 
retvme of some of our crop and cli­ 
m atic conditions will probably be ot 
interest to them . 
For ten years past 
although we have had several years 
of scant rainfall, we have had noth­ 
ing that might be called a drouth, or 
which even attained to the dignity of 
a “ dry year” —which latter phrase 
m eans a far different thing from 
drouth. The laBt disastrous visita 
tion of the genuine drouth variety was 
in the season of 187Ü-77, when the 
total rainfall for the je a r in the Los 
Angeles Valley was only 5.84 inches. 
At that time the raising of the cere­ 
als except by the aid of irrigation was 
scarcely thought of in Los Angeles 


c o u n t y . 
We believe that it was in 


t h i s season that the Metsrs. Lank.-r- 
fchim and Van buys began raising 


w h e a t o n their extensive ranch in the 


b a n Fernando Valley. 
Mr. D. Free­ 


m a n a n d his tenants on the Centinela 
also started wheat growing in this 


m o s t unpropitious of 
years; 
and 
strangely enough, the experiment, 
and* r the circumstances, was highly 


s u c c e s s f u l. 
At that time I>os Angeles coanty 
crops, outside of the products of our 
vineyards and orange grovea, consist 
od mainly of bailey and corn. The 
former staple was raised in almost 
every instance by irrigation, as was 
the latter, with the exception of the 
neb, moist bottom lands of Savannah, 
tbe Monte, Downey City, the Kanchi- 
to, Gospel Swamp and the San Ga­ 
briel Vailey. The rich valley which 
bas since become so.famous was then 
grouped amongst the “ cow counties,” 
and not unreasonably so. 
Number 
leas herds of cattle and bands of 
aheep depastured the alfilerilla and 
bonch grasses of our mesas. 
Where 
Pasadena now stands twelve years 
ago was the pasture range of the San 
Paaqual ranch. 
These herds and 
flocks were allowed to multiply with- 
Ottft thought of the morrow. 
The 
cupidity of their owners blinded them 
to the fact that if they allowed iliese 
anim als to increase beyond the ca­ 
pacity of their ranges, and a dry year 
should come along, disaster was in­ 
evitable. There had been no attem pt 
to accumulate any stores of feed for 
aoch a conjuncture. 
As a conse­ 
quence; when a severe dry spell 
fopervened it deserved the narni of 
drouth, although it was really the 
natural outcome of the greed and im 
providence of the ahetp and cattle 
men. 
All the conditions under which we 
live have since changed amazingly 
for the better, and we have no hesita­ 
tion in saying that a drouth is no 
longer 
possible in 
Los Angeles 
ooonty. 
Dry years we shall still 
have from time to tim e, but they 
bave been shorn of their terrors. An 
examination of the rainfall of Los 
Angeles coanty during the past thir­ 
teen or fourteen 
years (the only 
period sa to which we have any re­ 
liable data) will show th a t the rain­ 
fall M» been steadily increasing. 
This is owing to the extensive plant­ 
in g of trees and to the prodigious 
areas of soil which have been broken 
npaod seeded during the p&9t de­ 
cade, thus stim ulating the capillary 
attraction which is such a potent 
agency in 
securing and retaining 
m oisture. The cultivation of those 
portions of the county which were 
formerly devoted to ranges for sheep 
and cattle, and which were supposed 
not to be suited for purposes of agri 
culture, has disclosed the fact that 
oar m e'atand valley lands are no 
more subject to drouth than are those 
of New York, Pennsylvania or Ken- 
taeky. In fact, since the last drouth 
In Loa Angeles county there have 
boon three 
grievous dry years in 
tbo State of New York, and on all 
tbass 
occasion» 
the prospects of 
mater famines stared the Gothamites 
In tbe face. Thrice was the Croton 
Lake almost dried up, and, but for 
Providential rains, unusual means 
would have been necessary feo assure 
tbo inhabitants of Manhattan Island 
water for dommlis porp urns. 
In 
—w p rln g Los Angolas with any 


Eastern Stats the fact ought to be 
borne in mind that in the former 
localities there is a season of the sum 


m e r — that when the “ corn is in the 
tassel”—wheu the absence of rain for 
a period of two weeks absolutely 
ruins the crop. Here we have seen 
corn advance to a splendid m aturity 
in the moist belt th at never had had 


a drop of rain, and never knew what 


i t was to be irrigated. 
While we have thought it exceed­ 
ingly probable that the present would 
be a year of curtailed rainfall, we 
have never for a moment doubted 
that there would be enough moisture 
to assure fair crops. The truth is 
that for some years past we have had 
too ranch rainfall for the prolific soil 
and sun of Southern California. The 
straw 
has 
been 
developed 
at 
the expense of the kernel. 
If we 
shall have six inches of rain from 
now till the end of the season, and it 
should come seasonably, we place 
the prediction upon record that we 
will have the best crops of the cereals 
which have been garnered in Los 
Angeles for the last four or five years. 
While the delayed rains have arrest 
ed ploughing, and not more than half 
the area which would have been de­ 
voted to grain has been broken up, 
improved methods of machinery are 
available to enlarge this area at once. 
On the Laguna farm they can put in 
a thousand acres a week, and other 
large farm s are provided with almost 
equal facilities. 
Should the present prove to be a 
dry year certain things ought to be 
remembered which make the situa­ 
tion a roseate one. 
We have in this 
county a great accumulation of hay 
and grain. 
We have tremendous 
areas of a'falfa, a Chilian clover 
which yields eight crops a year. 
We 
have large sections which are pro­ 
vided with the most perfect irrigating 
facilities in the world, and they are 
furnished with water from never fail­ 
ing reservoirs. Our vineyards have 
already yielded a generous harvest, 
and the grapes have been crushed 
into pure wines and brandies which 
are in dem and in all the m arkets of 
the world. 
We are now engaged in 
ahippiug a bountiful orange crop, 
which will be disposed of at rem u­ 
nerative prices in the Eastern m ar­ 
kets, ai d which will dominate those 
matícela long after the last Florida 
orange has been sold. The indica­ 
tions ate that Los Angeles alone will 
ship eighteen hundred car loads of 
this delicious fruit to the East this 
season. 
W ith m yriads of intelligent 
people from i'll quarters of the globe 
thronging our streets, and investing 
largely in real estate whose precious 
possibilities they realize, with her 
specialties of the vineyard and orange 
grove already secured, Los Angeles 
could well afford to stand a dry year 
wliose utm ost drawbacks have al­ 
ready been discounted. This is one 
of the few countries in which the 
distinctive and most remunerative 
crops—wine, brandy and the citrus 
fruits—are absolutely independent of 
the rainfall; and in which the cli­ 
m ate, which is a leading constituent 
in our progress and prosperity, gets 
better as the air gets dryer. 


I t is astonishing into w hat spasms 
of virtuous indignation a portion of 
the Republican press has worked 
itself over the election of Mr. Hearst. 
The fact that th a t gentlem an bas a 
good deal of this world’s goods is 
held by these gentry to incapacitate 
him from holding a seat in the same 
body with Philetus Sawyer, W arner 
Miller, Leland Stanford and the other 
millionaires who are said to num ber 
thirty-three in a body which only 
contains 
seventy-eight

Tbe facts, as they are being disclosed, 
are singularly honorable to the new 
Senator. 
In the heat of the contest 
he remarked to a friend that he was 
sixty-six years of age and ambitious 
of leaving to his son an unstained 
name, and that if he could not get 
the Senatorship without buying it he 
wouldn’t have it.

He is a good Dem­ 
ocrat, a good m an and is endowed 
with far m ire than ordinary practical 
ability.

Arsou. 


TAKEN TO J AIL, 


Anil On tlic Rond Ho Cnto 
His Throat to Escape 
Disgrace. 


Wednesday night, after eight o’clock, 
a batcher in tba employ of Dawson, 
Powell k Co., at the Palace meat market, 
corner of Third and Spring street*, ha 
occasion to approach a sluk iu the 
farthest corner of the hick store for the 
purpnsj of cleaning a ha’chtt. To his 
surprise he saw a light through a kuot- 
hole iu the flooring in the cellar below. 
This cellar is employed as a s'oreroon» 
for G. B. Roberson k Co„ dealers in 
furniture, who have their place of busi 
ness at ‘20*2 Spring street, just over the 
basemeut. The butcher weut into the 
yard and descending the step* leading (o 
th e cellar, pushed open the door. A 
large quantity of excelsior was found 
piled 
up 
high 
ing 
‘ 
' 
open 
of ’ the ~ wall 
supporting 
the croas beams <>f tho floor. This in­ 
flamable mili erial was completely sat 
orated with coal oil. In tbe middle of 
it a kind of a nest had been scooped out 
in which a lighted c*ndle had been 
placed, which would have burned a few 
hours and then would have set tire to 
the excelsior. There was a large lot of 
chairs piled up near it, in order to pro­ 
vide fool for the flame*. Tbe fluor, 
being only about a footaud a half above 
thu pilesof saturated slutt would imme­ 
diately have burned and ero the cngin.s 
could como the whole block wonld have 
beendte roytd. The butcher r« m *ved 
the canille and took it apdair- and notice 
was given to tho Chief of p'diee. 
A consultation between the i flieers 
resulted in their plac ug the unlight d 
Candle back in it place. Oili-'trs L-v- 
erieh and Haskiua were immediately 
detailed to watch the piac i for the re­ 
turn oi the firebug aud to take him alive 
or dead, hut lie did not return that night. 
Yesterday, after nightfall, Officer Lev- 
ericli was again set to watch the cellar, 
and took his seat on a box just in front 
of the kno'. hole in the floor, thr,»utrh 
which the very place where the excel­ 
sior laid could he seen and a light im­ 
mediately detected. Henry Ewald, a 
saddler, who has his shop next door, 
at No. 
204, 
took 
his 
position 
in the back yard privy, so that 
between the officer nnd himself the 
would-be criminal could not f«iS(e de­ 
tection if he returned. A litde before 7 
Roberson, the furniture man, came out 
by the lack door of liis stoie, went 
down-ftho cellar stairs ai d disappeared 
inside. A moment after'Officer L-verich 
saw íhj 11 cker of the caud.e in the ex- 
oelsior. H • rushed out of the back door 
of tbe butcher store aud together with 
Ewald hastily ran to the cellar d »or. 
Just then R ibera-n stej p d out aud he 
was arrested. Officer Lev» rich searched 
h m and proceeded djwn towards the 
S 
olice cilice with him. At tbe corner of 
pring aud Second streets, without 
a sign or a 
word of warning, 
Roberson pulled open a pocket knife, 
which he haJ managed to conceal from 
tho «flBjer. Before he conld be pie 
ventel he had stuck the three-iuch 
blade into Lis throat, ou the right side, 
and severed his windpipe. Tho blood 
gushed forth in a strong stream from the 
horrible wound, but the desperate man 
bad the strength to reach the police 
office, where he * ink dow n on the fljor 
in a swoon, his life’s blood pouring out 
out of the gaping wound and coveriug 
him and tu» ground. Dr. Baker, who 
was present, immediately attempted

was impossible, as every effort started 
the hemorrhage again.

Captain Tyler and 
Officer Ha'kins immediately went to 
this man’s house aud arrested »dm on 
suspicion of being couuected in the 
conspiracy to 
burn up the furni­ 
ture store.

afterward interviewed by a H kralu re­ 
porter. He said that he believed tueir 
place to be insured for $1500, but he 
did not know it positively as his partner 
had attended to that business. Ho had 
no idea of the cause of the attempted 
araou. He sa d that the tirm kept no 
books except a cash book, as th~*y dirt 
only a cash business. Their business is 
very flourishing and he did not think 
th at they owe I over $‘200 to Fuller k 
Day and U. W. Craig, both fum rure 
manufacturing tirms of Upper Main 
street, and they were not indebted to 
anybody else. Roberson and he had 
gone into partnership in the furniture 
business at ‘202 on the 14th of October 
last share and share alike. 
He posi ­ 
tively denied th at he had hud the slight­ 
est intimation of the criminal designs of 
his partner. 
Roberson, during a few 
moments of consciousness, made a state­ 
ment to the captain of police by which 
he exonerated his partner fully of com­ 
plicity in the attem pted arson. He made 
some admissions which the police are un­ 
willing to divulge for the present, and 
which cannot, therefore, be now given. 
The doctors state that Roberson can­ 
not recover and that he will probably 
die this moroiDR. He came Lerc from 
Sen Dieco in the bejiuoing oi October, 
where he attempted to obtain Ihe agenoy 
of the Equitable Life A.eurance Com­ 
pany of New' York, through their gen­ 
eral agent at San Francisco.

THE PATTI CONCERT. 
T Ss Peerless Q arsa e l Song a s . 
Her Associates. 
Mott Hall last night ww the scene of 
t dazzling assembling of fashion which 
has only here and there been recogn zed 
iu similar volume in Southern California. 
The hall is defective both in entrances 
ami exits; and those who gathered last 
night to ecjoy the performances of the 
rarely endowed Patti troupe took their 
chances of being done to death in getting 
iu and out from the single aud only 
exit which exists to quite an expansive 
audito.ium. The H kkald, in common 
»i;h all dUciiminati. g denizens of Los 
Angeles, rejoice, to the capital way in 
which all feature, of ihe evening were 
cade to harmon.s-- iu a splendid musical 
coup d'otil. 
The orchestra proved, although not 
largo in numbers, to be notably respon 
sivo aud sympathetic. It was guided 
by a director wbos 
• 
and skill both 
suggested one of the most eminent 
maestros of the Italian school of music. 
The opening overture from Rossini, “ La 
(jazz* Ladra,” was rendered with con 
«animate skill. The romanz*, “ D: Pro- 
venza,” from La Travista, introduced 
S'guor Galasai, the world famous bari­ 
tone, in a very interesting episode. He 
declined to respond to the quite raptur­ 
ous encore which greeted him. 
The third uumker on the score was the 
“Nobile Signor” aria from the Hugue­ 
nots, which was sung by Madame 
Scalchi with exquisite spirit, grace and 
force. Her reed like and inimitable con­ 
tralto rang through M ott Hall with a 
delicacy, vcrbration and power which 
will probably not be paralleled for years 
to come. She wsa followed by Signor 
Guille, in the romanza of M’Appari, 
from M artha. For an encore Senor 
Guille gave the Serenade aria from 
K g-detio, aud he took occasion to show 
tbe spieu-lid compass of hit exceptional 
tenor vo ce at other stages of the per- 
formanWi 
The “ Ah! fors e’ Lui” introduced the 
queen of song—tbe still existing and 
long memorable diva of the operatic 
stage, .Madame Adelina Patti. There is 
y euphony in rtm ’iiisceuce. The night 
New York, just 30 years ago, where 
tue 
dainty Piccollomini electrified 
young G jibuin with her incomparable 
impersonation of Verdi’s heroinq of 
• La Travista,” saw the little girl Ade­ 
lina Patti warble a sweet uria from 
Linda.” 
Two 
years 
afterward 
this

girl, 
under the effi- 
t-ffi.-ieut aud affectionate management of 
ner sister’s husband, Maurice Sirako h, 
essayed the character of the Sonnainbula 
at t.’nj Academy of Music iu New York, 
before an admiring and critical live thou­ 
sand. Tout charming woman girl of a 
g> neratton ago made her app arauce 
Ot fore a most retiu-d and critical audi­ 
ence last mgbt. 
Nature endowed this wonderful crea­ 
ture with the tiuest organ in the his­ 
tory of voc.il music. Its every element 
is perfect. 
Its quality is iiue to the 
highest excellence, with volume enough 
to accomplish the most difficult vocai 
feat without the slightest effort. W ithal 
its every tone thrills with tbe most in­ 
tense expression of feeling ever realized. 
Iu the Aria fiom Verdi's favorite op­ 
era the opportunity to hear all the won­ 
ders of these notes was excellent. Pat 
ti’s art is a thing sublime. All that the 
musical science of the day could do with 
that peerless talent given her by nature 
has been done. It is done so perfectly 
that the unpsrslled can lair ¡ce sing-, 
as if art and organ were not separate el­ 
ements, but one anil the sim e thing, as 
if she sang by inspiration—and so in­ 
deed she does. That exquisite modula­ 
tion of toue, that sympathy which 
thrills, that divine power to interpret 
passion in all its phases, is an inspira­ 
tion. There is an inexpressible tender­ 
ness in Patti’s vocalization of trist, 
and 
pathetic 
music 
like 
this 
of La Travisto. In response to the 
rapturous applause which greeted this 
revelation—as it was to mauy of us—as 
to what music is, Madame Patti sarg 
the familiar Scotch ballad, “Comirg 
Through the Rye.” Even these notes, 
commonplace and lacking os they are iu 
all the elements of classical music, this 
homely hallad was made the vehicle of a 
power never exercised before in song. 
After the rendition by th% orchestra 
of a charming composition by the famous 
director Signor Arditi, the peerless 
queen appeared again and sing “ II 
Bacio,” s bit of music also composed by 
Arditi, known the world over, loved 
wherever heard, of an apparent simplic­ 
ity, yet inout difficult to express iu the 
fuluess of its meuning. 
Inexpressibly 
sympathetic was its rendition last night. 
The highest notes were floated out to 
the utmost corners of the large audito­ 
rium, and every toue w h s carried to the 
heart of all who have ears to hear 
music. Like a lover over the lips of his 
sweetheart, this incomparably gifted 
woman, and this as incomparable artiste, 
dwelt ou each tender word, each sym­ 
pathetic sound. 
Greeted again with continued storms 
of applause, the diva sang the house­ 
hold favorite of the peasant as of the 
King, “ Home, Sweet Home.” 
The 
tears that tilled Patti’s voice welled forth 
from her eyes. She ha3 gotten to the 
very core 
of the author’s heart. 
Howard Payne never had a home, 
never knew what a home was. The 
song is the cry of a sad heart for the 
best joy of life, which never was his. 
This is just the “ Home, .Sweet Home” 
Madame Patti interprets for us. 
A t all points during the progress of 
this exquisite entertainment the singer 
was the recipient of flowers of tbe most 
exquisite quality, and arranged in a 
thousand artistic forms. 
All these 
tokens of appreciation she received with 
a grace and respomive sympathy which 
mast have made the gifts more than a 
doable pleasure to those who eo remem­ 
ber her. 
Signor Guille appeared iu Verdi’s “ L a 
Gerusalcme,” wmch he sai g with all the 
power, finish and expression he had de­ 
veloped in tbe selection from “ M artha.” 
He bad a more difficult task to perform, 
but he did it so as to manifest reserve 
strength still behind. 
In the highest 
notes bo was forced to resort to tbe 
“ head” for the sounds, but he did it 
with perfect tuccets and with very tell­ 
ing em ct. 
The orchestra closed the first part of 
the eveniig’a entertainment with Paul 
Lscomb’s Printaniere, “ Aubade,” ho 
exquisite composition in which the in 
strumentation ot all points was most de­ 
licious. 
The theme is charming, and 
there arein tlic piece beautiful movement?, 
every phnueof which was delightfully in­ 
terpreted. The opening of the second 
part by the orchtsira, in the overture to 
the Semiram de, was another treat such 
as we shall wish a long time to tqusl in 
instrumental music iu this city. This 
composition of Rossini is one of tLe 
moat melodiously tuneful operas extant. 
The overture is s fine arrangement, and 
Signor Artiti and his band of artists ren 
dered it to the echo. The vocal selec 
tious from the opera began with the 
Cavatina “ Kccomi Alfine in Babilou a,” 
which Madame Scalchi gave with mag 
nificent, imperial success.

These two superb voices held all the 
audience entranced with the glorious 
voicing of the grand music of the duet. 
At the close of this song the stage was 
made luminous with the queenly pres­ 
ence of tbe diva, as “Benuraniide,” who 
sing the “ Bel Ruggio” Aria, inimitahly 
winding the spell of her fascination with 
potent art until she diew all hearts to 
ner feet in a feeling akin to adoration. 
Grandly she flung the music iu all its 
intensity of passion out over her bear­ 
er.*, kindling all hearts with that glow 
of sympathy which only such power can 
produce. 
T te evening closed with the great 
duet, “ Serbami Ognor," by the two 
rimine donne. All the depths of its 
passions uf dispair that lead to the 
idge of the grave, and of joyful 
nope, that raise to the skie--, were 
sounded to their depths, ami reached in 
their heights. To the empyrean they 
soared in blissful hope at thu close, aud

N or w a lk, C a l., January 20, 1887. 
E d ito r H e r a l d: Influenced somewhat 
by noticing iu the columns of the H e r ­ 
a ld that the distinguished wiiter, Maj. 
Ben Truman, íb engaged in writing up 
for the N. Y. Times the viticaltursl and 
wine statist' cs of California, your corres­ 
pondent baa recently visited a large 
number of the vine growers aud wine 
makers adjacent to Norwalk, and has 
accumulated such a large number of in­ 
teresting facts that it is dtficult to con­ 
dense them into a communication of 
reasonable length. In the first place it 
is universally claimed .hat the yield of 
grapes to the acre in this region 
is just about double that of any other 
section of Southern California, and that 
the wine made from the beat wine grapts 
is equal to that made in the most lauded 
regions of the foothills. 
The fact that 
the wines ma-le here command the high­ 
est market price corroborate this state­ 
ment, and the further fact that the rai­ 
sins curw-d by M r. Baker la ty c a ro l 
Muscat grapes grown in his vineyard, 
close by Norwalk, exhibited along-ide 
of the choicest l&idns from IV ad. na, 
Santa Ana, Riverside, aud a dozen other 
places, were pronounced by the judges 
Ihe largest aud sweetest of all, til.-* only 
stint of praise being that they were a 
little off color. This confirm* the claim 
that this stctiou is for excellence as well 
as quantity the superior home of the 
grape. Fair vineyard samples of tl.ii 
up. rlativi) region may be seen in Mr. 
Bakct’s vineyard a half mile west of 
wn. Heberle’s one-baif mile south, 
B en’s two miles southwest, imd Bu ch­ 
aro ’a three milts north. Bien has sold 
tho t>Llk cf his crop, sixty two tons 
from twenty acres, at $39 p r ton, real- 
iizing $120.40 per acre. Ilia varieties 
arc thu Golden Chassi-lns, Charhonanx, 
Riesling, Berger an l Mission, of which 
be favors the Goiden Chasselas, with 
which variety he will enlarge his vine­ 
yard this year. The three other vine­ 
yard* above named have produced in tbe 
wineries of the propri-turs 88,000 gallons 
from 105 acres, or exactly 800 gal­ 
lons per acre, which at 20 cents 
per gallon gives $160 per acre. Allow- 
•ng for cost of production, including in­ 
terest ou the money origiually invested 
in the land and wineries, the very liberal 
sum of $60 per acre, it will be seen that 
these vineyards are yielding to their 
owners ten per cent income upon the 
large valuation of $1000 per acre. Mr. 
Baker points to an acre of Mission 
vines sixteen years old which gave him 
this season an average yield of one hun­ 
dred poimds of grapes to each vine; and 
to several vines which yielded one hun­ 
dred and fifty pounds to the viuc. Mr. 
Buchard’s vines, twenty five years old, 
are ju*t about as prolific. It is doubtful 
if auy otber section of the State can 
make an cqud showing, and it should 
be borne iu mind that these enormous 
yields are secured without irrigation. 
Aa to quality French connoiseurs 
have pr.-nouuced the Cbarbonaux wines 
of Heberle and those made by Buchard 
from Rose of Piru grapes equal to some 
of the best imported brands, and un­ 
doubtedly tbe white wines made iu 
either of the three wineries mentioned, 
from the Riesling grape, is superior to 
most of the white wines imported into 
this coun ry. 
The pleasantest feature of the grape 
culture iu this section consists, however, 
in the uniform profits derived. Every 
i ersou who liae eugaged in the business 
has made not only a good living for 
hiinsdf and family, bat has also ac­ 
cumulated money, beside increasing 
the market 
value 
of 
bis 
land 
five to ten 
fold. 
This is in 
marked contrast to the experience of Dr. 
Conger, of Fasadeua, who, it will be re­ 
membered, in a public speech before the 
Viticultural Convention in Los Angeles 
last year, declared that be had been cul­ 
tivating his vineyard in th at Section of 
country in the most thorough and im­ 
proved manner for eleven years, but had 
not made a single cent out ot It. Here 
the vincgrowers are so well satisfied that 
the score or more with whom I have 
conversed, with the single exception of 
Mr. Buchard, propose to increase their 
acreage as rapidly as possible, and in­ 
variably with the classes of grapes which 
have bean proved best adajted to the 
soil and climate of 
this 
loca.- 
ifcy, not merely in 
the 
quantity 
but (specially iu the quality of the wine 
produced. Mr- Buchard considers bis 
orange orchard more profitable and 
therefore proposes to increase that in­ 
stead of extending his vineyard, and ap­ 
parently with some reason. He has 
now about *2,000 Uees, about four-fifths 
of which are in full bearing, from which 
he estimates he will gather this year uot 
less than nine thousand boxes, for which 
he has refused an offer of $1.25 per box 
on the trees. It must be confessed that 
$11,256 is a auug income from only about 
five acres cf 
orange treos. The 
ii.ort of 
the orsng* crop of this 
vicinity has been contracted fir at $1.25 
per box. In this oonutction it should 
be slated that the orange crop in this 
loo dity has -not been affected in the 
least by tbe frosts. 
I cannot conclude without allusion to 
tho ancient viueyard 
of Mr. F, 
Poyoreno, a little less than three miles 
north of this place. Tbe vines, cover­ 
ing ten acres, were transplanted in 1843 
then m full bearing, from the Coyotes to 
their present field, and are still in pro- 
litic bearing. 
In venerable fertility 
they are matched only by several tal' 
pear trees elose by, inore than » hall 
century old, which boro a crop this 
year larger thsu the limbs unsupported 
could sustain, and fabulous iu size.
